Joking aside, in the Detroit area we know of many people 
who have tried Zoysia in their yards, and are completely 
“sold on it. It does make a fine turf with many advantages 
over other turfs, and while we make no effort to ‘‘high pres- 
sure’ anyone ints buying it, especially in quantity, we do 
strongly recommend that dedicated gardeners, who are always 
willing to try scmetning new, should test it in a corner of 
their yard. 


In northern states, of course, try only Meyer Z-52. The

Ohio and Indiana. Our western and southern customers, of 
course, prefer Matrella, or Emerald.

It is winter-hardy throughout the United States and 
even Southern Canada, but frost will turn it a golden-tan 
color, which many find as attractive as its summer green: It 
is the fastest-growing Zoysia, has a wider blade than the other 
two, but will not take as much shade. It is recommended for 
those states north of Washington, D.C., and St. Louis, Mo., 
including the Far West. Plant March to October. 


EMERALD—the newest and best of them all. Its name de- 
rives trom the bright emerald-green color. It grows rapidly, 
but since the stems are very short, it does not grow tall and 
permits very close mowing, making a beautiful lawn with rela- 
tively little care. Since it was only released in 1955, full tests 
of its hardiness have not been completed, but it has been 
found to thrive as far north as Ohio. Plant March to October.
